TO  INDUSTRIAL  UNDERTAKINGS  thh  RUNNING  of  which  Is  CONSIDERED  ESSENTIAL 
AS  A MEASURB  OF  PREVENTING,  OR  OF  PROVIDING  RELIEF  AGAINST,  UNBMpLOYMENT. 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Orissa  in  the  Thirty-fourth 
Year  of  the  Republic  of  India,  as  follows:—

Validity  of  3,  Notwithstanding  any  thing  contained  in  the  principal  Act,  anything  done, 
actbwta^n  afly  action  taken  or  any  notification  issued  by  the  State  Government  in  the  belief  orpuipor- 
ajid^ aottica -ted  belief  -that  while  doing  such  thing,  taking  such  action  or.  issuing  such  notification 
tlons  issued^  the  principal  Act  was  in  full  force  and  application  and  contained  pro  visions  enabling  the 
State  Government  to  do  aucL  thing,  take  such  act  ion  and  is  sue  such  notification,  shall 
not  be  questioned  in  any  court  of  law  or  otherwise  open  to  challenge  merely  on  the  ground 
that  the  Act  was  not  in  force  or  appli  cat  ion  or  did  not  contain  provisions  enabling  the 
State:  Government  to  do  the  things,  to  take  the  actions  or  to  issue  the  notifications  and 
such  things  done,  actions  taken  dr  notifications  issued  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
validly  done,  taken  or  issued  in  exercise  of  the  powers  conferred  by  the  provisions  of  the 
principal  Act.
